SuB.ii-cT .'—Licensing conditions applicable to import licences issaied under French Special 
Credit 1975-76 for the Department of Atomic Energy and Space. 

No. lS-ITC(PN)/76.—The tcrrrw and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences under the French Special Credit, 1975-76 for the Department of Atomic Energy 
and Space, as given in the Appendix to this Public Notice, are notified for information. 

Al’PENDIX 

I. IMPORT LICENCE 

1. The import licence will be issued on CIF basis, with initial validity period of four 
months for contracting and twelve months for completing shipments. However, in the 
case of capital goods Imports, the initial validity of the licence will be twentyfour months 
from the date of issue. 

2. The rupee value of the import, licence shall be determinodi with Reference to the 
exchange rate notified by the Department o^ Revenue (Customs) and prevailing on the 
date of issue of the import licence and indicated in the body of the import Ucencefs) a* 
per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated the 6th June, 1974, issued 
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by the Min. of Commerce which also enjoin that the Customs Authorities and the aiitlio- 
rtsed dealers in foreign exchange will make debits to the value oi the iieeneetsj at me 
exchange rate specihed on the unport licence(sj. 


3. Each import hcenco will bear a superscription, “Jypceial French Credit, 1975-76’. 
The two suffixes in the iicence code classiheation number will be for project ts/FE' and 
for non-project “S/FN”. ' i 


4. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer should inti¬ 
mate to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-1 Section) the fact of receipt of the 
mtport licence indicating the number, date and value of the import licence and likely 
date by which the contract documents would be furnished. 


5. The condition regarding contracting will not be deemed to have been complied 
with unless complete contract documents, as provided in para 27 below, arc furnished 
within the stipulated period of four months. 

6. Where this stipulation is not complied within four mouths, the import licence will 
be deemed to have become invahd, The import hccncc may, however, be revalidated on 
an application by the party alongwith the licence m original, to the licensing authority 
giving reasems for non-compliance with the provisions of the import licence. 

7. Such request for revalidation would be considered on merit by the Licensing 

Authorities who may grant extension upto a further maximum period of two months. 
If, however, extension is sought beyond upto a further maximum period of two months, 
licence, such proposals will invariably be referred by the licensing authorities to the 
Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block, New 
Delhi. , [ 

H. CONTRACTING 


8. Against the import licence issued under French Credit only one contract on the 
basis of firm price has to be entered into with the French supplier. 

9. However, more than one contract under one import licence may be entered into 
subject to the permission specifically obtained from the Department of Economic Affairs, 
giving reasons for doing so, before placing orders. 

10. Once a contract has been notified, in accordance with the procedure laid down 
in Section V below, no amendments to the contract, by way of additions thereto exceed¬ 
ing 10 per cent, of the value of the main contract will be entertained. 

If, in any case, the Indian importer apprehends that there will be need to enter into 
amendments to the main contract resulting in the enhancement of its value by more than 
10 per cent., he should immediately inform the CCI&E and the WE-1 Section of the 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance of the full facts of the case and 
seek their guidance. 

11. A contract will normally comprise an Agreement signed by both the parties viz., 

the Indian Importer and French Supplier or it may comprise the order placed by the 
Indian importer and the letter of acceptance thereof, in unequivocal terms by the French 
Supplier, 1 

12. A contract comprising a series of correspondence between the two parties frequent¬ 
ly amending/revising the various provisions will not bo accepted. In such cases, it shall 
bo necessary to prepare a final document including therein the terms agreed to by both 
the parties and signed as such. 

Ill, TERMS OF CONTRACT 

13. Genefal.—^The contract should be placed on GIF basis. If insurance is paid to 
an Indian insurance company in Indian rupees, the contract can be placed on C&F basis, 
which is in any case compulsory for contracts signed by a government agency or a public 
sector undertaking. The contract should clearly indicate FOB price, freight and insurance 
charges separately in the case of CIF contracts and the FOB price and freight charges 
in the case of C&F contracts. 

If any importer desires to enter into a contract on FOB basis, he should seek prior 
permission of the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section), Ministry of Finance. 
New Delhi, giving reasons for doing so. 
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14, If any commission is to be paid to the Indian agent of the French supplier, it will 
be shown separately from the value of the contract in French Francs. The Indian agent’s 
commission will be paid in Ihdian rupees but will be charged to the total value of the 
import licence, 

15. The rupees value of the contract will be determined in accordance with the rate 
of ejcchange applicable to the import licence vide para 2 above. 

Contracts.—The value of each contract should not be less than 

rr 60 , 000 . 

of Goods.—TTie goods should be of French origin. A stipulation as to 
the ongin of goods should be incorporated in the contract. Wherever a part of the goods 
IS permitted to be of non-French origin, a letter evidencing approval of the French 
authorities to the third country imports should accompany the contract. 

18. Ports of Shipment.—^Goods, if necessary, can be shipped from non-French ports. 

19. PaymeBt Terms.—The Special French Credit does not provide for deferred pay¬ 
ments. Full payment will therefore be made to the French Supplier against shipments, 
completion of erection or on commissioning of the plant as indicated in the following 
paragraphs. 

20. Advance Payments.^—An advance payment of at least 5 per cent, of the FOB 
Price of the supplies to be paid at the time of the contract coming into effect must bo 
jnovided. Other terms are settled between the buyers and the sellers, in accordance with 
the normal international commercial practice for the particular type of goods concerned. 

21. However, where an amount higher than 5 per cent, is to be provided for payment 
as an advance, prior approval of the Department of Economic Affairs should be obtained 
with full justification, before any commitments are made. 

22. Other Payments—Apart from the amoimt of down payment, the balance amount 
will have to be paid pro-rata according to the value of the goods covered by each ship¬ 
ment. on the basis of the shipping schedule; or plants, the balance amoimt will have, to 
be paid at the time of completion of erection or on comnvissioning of the plant, or pro¬ 
rata according to the value of the goods covered hy each shipment. 

Where the nature of supplies/services covered by the contract requires a performance 
guarantee, necessitating a provision to the effect that the last instalment of 10 per cent, 
'shall not fall due prior to the end of an adequate period after completion of the deli¬ 
veries of goods or of the project, the importers should alternatively, agree to the provision 
for malcin.g hundred percent payment at the time of Ia,sf shipment subject to the condi¬ 
tion that a performance .guarantee of an approved bank is furnished by the French sup¬ 
plier to the Indian imnorter; such a guarantee should be discharged at the end of an 
adealuate period after the delivery of the last shipment as agreed mutually between the 
Indian importer and French supplier. 

23. Other Conditions.—^To make a contract eligible for financing under the Special 
French Credit. It should suitably Incorporate the following provisions, apart from those 
indicated above as also any other conditions considered necessary by the contracting 
parties : 

(i) The two contracting parties agree that the contract Is subject to the approval 
of the Indian and French authorities for financing under the Special French 
Credit in terms of the Tndo-French Financial Protocol and the licensing 

conditions issiied thereunder by the Government of India. 

fii) The French supplier agrees that in the case of imports of enriched uranhim 
he will be paid from the French Treasurv Credit upto 25 Per cent, of thel 
value of the contract and the pavment of the remaining 75 per cent, will 

be made from the hanks credit In accordance with para 30 of licensing 

conditions; and in the case of imnorts other than enriched uranium, the ratio 
between the Treasury Credit and banks loan will be .50 : 50 respectlvelv. 

fiii) The Indian! importer and the French supplier agree to furnish such, Infonuai- 
tion and documents as mav he reouired under the French Credit Arrange¬ 
ments between the Government of India and France. 

24. Ciisfomarv Gnnrantees.—^The importer mav arnnee and provide for the agree¬ 
ment customary guarantccfsl which may be ueces.sary for safeguarding his interest. 
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rV. SUBMISSION OF CONTRACT DOCUMENTS 

25. Within 20 days of the conclusion of the contract, the importer should send a 
letter accompanied by the following documents to the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs (WET Section), North Block, New Delhi:— 

(i) Ten certified ^ copies of the contract and of any further amendment(s) duly 

executed in English language and signed by both the Indian importer and 
French supplier. 

(ii) Two photo copies of the import licence valid for contracting on the date of 

exeaition of the contract/acccptance by French supplier of the order placed 
on him by the importers. 

(ill) Other particu[ars stipulated in Annexure—I in triplicate. 

The contract will be processed further only after all these documents have been 
furnished by the importer. ' 

V. NOTIFICATION OF CONTRACT 

26. The contract will be notified by the Department of Economic Affairs, to the 
Counsellor for Economic Affairs, Embassy of France. New Delhi, provided the contract 
is complete, and documents are in order, the import licence is valid for contracting and 
is considered eligible for financing under the Special French Credit. 

27. The contract will be deemed to have become effective 20 days after its notifica¬ 
tion as above by the Department of Economic Affairs, provided no objection is raised 
by the Embassy of France within that period. 

VT. METHODS OF PAYMENTS 

2R. Payments arc made to the supplier from the French Treasury loan 'nd the hanks 
credit, on presentation of documents listed in Annexure-IT to the Ranqiie Franca'se 
du-Commerce Exterieiir Paris on the basis of a "Letter of Tnstriirtlon’’ to he issued hv 
the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit. Department of Fronom.'c Affairs Ministry of 
Finance. I.TCO Bank Building. Parliament Street. New Delhi, on effectuation of the 
contract. 

29. No remittances from India are permissible under the import licence issued under 
the French Credit, except in terms of condition ?1 below. 

30. Immcdfatelv after payments hav been effected in accordance witu rtie letter of 
Instruction referred to above, the orieinat set of documents fnecotiahlet alonewith details 
of hank charges (1/8th of one ncr cent documentation charges nlus tax ^ 17.60 ner cent 
thereon) and expenses on posting etc will he sent hv the Banque Francaisr du Commerce 
Exterieur. Paris to the importer direct. 

31. The importer will intimate to his Accounts Officer the necessary details of payments 
and ensure that the Tatter (Accounts OfFicerl momntlv Rcc'-nts the debit for the rupee 
equivalent of the Payments m.nde to the French Suppliers, as and when raisod hv the 
Accountant General. Central Revenues, New DePii on the basis of the relevant advices 
issued hv the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, who also receives debits advice from 
the French hank concerned. 

Similarly fhc bank charges fl/Rth of one per cent documentatiori charges ulus tax 
at 17 60 per cent thereonl. expenses on oostaaes and cable fee will he notified by the 
French Bank concerned to the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit for navment of these 
charges in free foreign exchange. The Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit will autho¬ 
rise Chief Accounts Officer, Hivh Commission for TndiR. London to mak'' th" nayment of 
the above charges and raise dchit against Accountant General. Central Revenues, through 
O.L-A.C. for passing on the same to the Additional Accountant General t,Scientific De- 
nartmentl, Bombay Advance inttmafion of such dcMts will also he sent to tTi,- Addi¬ 
tional Accountant General (Scientific Denartmcnfsl. Bombav Tor facilitsr in 'adiustment. 
Such debit should also he promptly reported to Accountant General. Central Revenues, 
Bombay. 

VII MISCELLANEOUS 

32. The Government of India will not undertake anv r-snnnsibi1itv for disputes, if 
any, which may arise, between the Indian importer 'and the French suppliers.
